Les’ LP album. “Sophisticated 
Swing.” a collection of dance num- 
bers “picked up” by college groups. 

Columbia has also released 
many single recordings of the 
music of Les’ band. Among these 
are such classics as. v “Dream.” 
“Sophisticated Lady,” “Soon,” ar- 
rangements of Charles Albertine, 
and an original, “Geronimo.”

An expanded in-service 
tndning program for the Qe> 
phrtment of State began in 
Jtily 19% in accordance with 
a tseommendatkm of the Wriiton 
Qanmittee. Under the Wriston 
committee program, Department 
of State employees are being lat- 

S illy integrated into the Foreign 
rvice. 

Courses for Junior officers In- 
clude: instruction in the duties 
•nd functions of Foreign Service 
officers; a survey of the organi- 
sation of the Department of State 
and the Foreign Service and their 
r^tionships with other Govern- 
ment agencies; training in the 
pnxedures of economic and com- 
merciai reportiiig. trade promotion 
and protection, techniques of po- 
litical reporting, consular respon- 
Slbllitlea, administration dpera- 
titnis, supervisory techniques and 
security practices. 

, Mid-Career Officer 
The Mid-career officer course 
prepares experienced Foreign 
Service officers to ^ssuthe . the 
broader responsibilities of the 
middle grades of the Service. Sen- 
ior career officers receive an in- 
tensive period of preparation for 
senior executive or, command po- 
sitions. 

'Specialization training is avail- 
able to selected Foreign Service 
officers. This area of training is 
designed to supply adequate offl-' 
cer personnel" With special tech, 
hiques and abilities to- fill the 
future needs of the service.

Last Saturday, the Colonials exploded In the fourth 
quarter to defeat William and 
Mary, 16-0. This was their 
fourth win in five starts. The 
remafiiing games on the Colo- 
nUI ackeduto are with VirBiBla 
Teeh, West Vlrftnla, Richmond 
and Maryland. The Bulf and Blue, 
barrlnf any drastio In^rieo or up- 
■eto, should beat Virginia Tech 
and Richmond. 

Back In 1952, the Coloniala 
drew rave notices about Its record 
of six wins, two losses, and one 
tie game. Not to^URe anything 
away from the team, but at that 
time, the Colonials were playing 
Washington ft Lee, North Caro- 
lina State and Davidson, all weak 
sisters of their own conferences. 

That was the year the Colonials 
were entirely unpredictable. After 
beating N. O. State 89-0, and 
W ft L, 88-88, the Onvallers of 
Virginia came along and literally 
snnifed ns out with a- 60^1 defeat. 

The ether defeat solfered that 
year was a 84-0 score by tbe 
hands of West Virginia. 

In 1953, the Colonials had an 
average year, scoring 5 wins and 
losing 4. The Buff and Blue- de- 
feated VMI. NC State. W ft tq 
Davidson and Richmond. Last 
year was tough. The Colonials lone 
victory was over the Quakers of 
Pennsylvania, 32-27. 

This year H has been different. 

With victortes over VHI, Virginia, 

Penik and William ft Nary already 
ta the bag, the Colonials are eager 


to meet the remaining four teams. 
West Vll^ia, ranked 9th In the 
nation last week, and Maryland, 
ranked 8nd, are the two tough 
remaining games. 

Two years ago, Maryland was 
ranked No. 1 in the nation. The 
Colonials put up a terrific battle^ 
especially in the first half. The 
Faloney-Hanulak crew was held 
to a 7-6 halftime lead. Coach Ta- 
tum sent In the first team to try 
and stop the Colonic^ drive, but 
the Colonials were not to be 
stopped as many other opponents 
of the Terps were that year. The 
Terps then pyt on a strong second 
half finish to defeat G. W., 27-6.
